A large part 
cf the fruit is small, however, and 
is going for by-products. Lemon 
shipping during the past month 
has been comparatively light. 
Grape growers expect to hr 
vest about 94 percent of the nor- 
mal crop of wine grapes and 
about 85 percent cf normal of ta- 
ble grapes, according to the re- 
pert. Only about 15 percent of 
the normal crop of olives is ex- 
pected.

Our whole sports set-up will face serious impairment if 
sport fans lose confidence in the honesty of teams and indi- 
vidual performers. Any fan knows that more than 99 per 
cent of the atheletes in professional and amateur games are 
en the level.

he international control agreements which we hope to at- 
tain would stand as powerful precedents for control of all war, 
cnd just to find that such agreements are possible would be 
cn irxportant step. 

But the one hope that other countries will surrender suftic- 
iont revereign rights to permit agreement lies in the pressure 
exerted upon them by our unique possession of this weapon. 

Congress has passed a law requiring absolute secrecy in 
corta'n fields of atomic development while permitting publica- 
ticn i1 other fields when approved by the new atomic energy 
commission which Mr. Lilienthal is to head. 

Erpert advisers will be largely responsible for what is 
published. 

They will be under constant pressure from some scientists 
whe feel that failure to disseminate new information as it de- 
velops, both for checking by other scientists and for use in 
new oxperiments, will be a tremendous deterrent to progress. 

On the other wise will be the knowledge that some fact 
published now might combine with others, or later with new 
ones, to give someone somewhere in the world a new twist, 
and possibly one that will blow the map to pieces. 

Lilienthal described the Symth report, officially-approved 
account of Manhattan district and its work which was pub- 
lished soon after Hiroshima, as the greatest breach of security 
since work on the bomb hegan, 

Almost as he was speaking, hitherto secret atomic infor- 
@ation was being circulated to newspapers. 

Une of the many items referred to what was once one o!1 
the top secrets—a substance off which neutrons will “bounce”. 

Its importance is too involved for explanation here, but it 
was once considered something which might help lead for- 
eign scientists to the bomb. Presumably it is no longer be- 
lieved to be a secret, 

But the point is that, while publication is made now from 
what were supposed to be “death penalty” files, it hasn’t been 
@ secret at all,

The purpcse of the agreement 
is this: 

To settle disputes peacefully | 
without strikes or work-stoppages 
by the unions or plant shutdowns 
by employers, For example: 

A union and an employer can't 
agree on a new contract cr they 
can't settle a dispute about, an 
existing contract. 

Instead of strike or lockout as 
the next step, both sides can take 
the case to a special committee 
which sits as a board of arbitra- 
tion. 

This committee, already set up 
by management and labor, hears 
both sides and gives a decision.
